MIDDLE EAST MUST 
FEDERATE 


“ Second-Rate Politicians ” 


the countries of the 
Middle East to federate, come to 
see sense, and cease to do nothing 
but bicker, quarrel, and boast, was made 
on Wednesday of last week by Sir 
Harold MacMichael, at a Rotary Club 
luncheon in London. Sir Harold was 
High Commissioner for Palestine from 
1938 to 1944. 

He said that a common feature of 
Palestine, Syria, Jordan, Egypt, and 
other countries in the Middle East was 
the irresponsibility of their statesmanship. 
He excepted Turkey and Persia from 
this statement, but of the others, he said: 
“ They do not seem to have any sates- 
men: they are nearer to being second- 
raie politicians than sMatesmen. 

53 se countries ought to federate 
together,” Sir Harold went on. “ The 
Sate of isracl must play Hs part in that, 
It's no good going on indefinitely 
with this game of putting someone in 
Coventry. The Jews are established in 
Palestine, and the Arab States would 
have done better to recognise the fact 
and bring them into the general picture.

“ May I express the devout hope that 
the peoples of that part of the world 
will come to see sense and cease to do 
nothing but bicker, quarrel, and boast. 

Whatever settlement is reached,” he 
continued, “1 do most profoundly hope 
and pray that the international status of 
Jerusalem and the Holy Places will be 
safeguarded in the interests of the great 
world religions.” 

Sr Harold went. on to say

MISS LUDKA PINK

An exhibition of paintings by Ludka 
Pink, a Polish-Jewish woman artisi, has 
lately been held at the Galerie Allard 
Miss Pink was well known before the 
war as Ludka Pinkusewicz, and in 1938, 
although she is a Jewess, she gained the 
first prize for painting awarded by the 
Polish Academy of Fine Arts—no easy 
thing in a country then run by the anii- 
Semnic Coloneis’ Régime. 

Ludka Pinkusewicz, since familiar to 
Paris art circles as Ludka Pink, made 
a name for herself as a remarkable repre. 
sentative of the semi-abstract school, who 
are midway between Picasso and the 
realistic or classical schools of painting, 
Outstanding as a landscape artist, she 
declares with regard to her portrait 
paintings that she is mot simply interested 
in giving them a photographic 1 esem 
blance to the subject. The main thing, 
as she puts it, is to get the character of 
the model. Every person sees the model 
differently, and because of that... one 
model could be represented with differen 
characteristics, what is perceived by one 
artist being hidden from another. 

In this regard,.I think that Miss Pink 
—although she resents the suggestion 
very much—is gfeatly influenced by the 
work of her husband, C. Caziel, who -is 
considered the most able pup! of Pablo 
Picasso, and whose nome are 60 
abstract that he finds himself hard put 
to it to find titles for his pictures, especi- 
ally before exhibitions! When. asked 
about the symbols representing women 
or life in his pictures. he usually rephes 
by quoting his master, the great Pablo, 
who once said: “It does not matier if 
my portrait does not look at al! like the 
beautiful gir] who was my model: what 
is important is the fact that she will look 
like that in about a hundred years! ” 

This slight spurning of reality is also 
to be noticed. although to a far less 
extent, in the paintings of Ludka Pink 
Many of her friends think that her 
escapism sui generis. into an idealised 
world is the result of her great persona! 
tragedy—the loss of ali. her family in 
Poland. Like many other Jewish artists.

EMINENT COLONIAL GOVERNOR 


In the course of an article on “* The 
Engineer in Hong Kong” by Prof. C. A. 


Middicton m a recent mssue of

Sir Matthew Nathan, was Governor of 
the Colony for the usual period of hve

HOTELS FOR TFL AVIV 


Plans are in hand to build in Tel Aviv 
the most modern and luxurious hotel in 
the Middle East. Work on the project 
will, | am given to understand, start in 
the autumn. Agreement has been reached 
between a group of Jewish businessmen 
from this country and the U.S.A. with 
the Te! Aviv Municipality for an 87- 
year lease of two acres on the beach in 
the northern part of the city (Nordau 
Avenue). My informant tells me that 
the hotel will have 185 bedrooms. each 
with its own bathroom, and 53 luxury 
suites. A feature of the building will be 
its conference or banqueting hall. which 
will accommodate about 1.000 guests. In

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LIBERAL MARRIAGES 


“ THE Liberal Jews are the only religious 
body in the country which [save at the 
Liberal Synagogues in St. Jolin’s Wood and 
Liverpool] cannot register their own mar- 
riages.” The Liberals, having failed in their 
attempt to secure certification by the Presi- 
dent. of the Board of Deputies, made a 
second attempt in July before the Joint Select 
Committee of the House of Lords and of the 
House of Commons appointed to consider 
Consolidation Bills, to secure in the Mar- 
riage Bill now before the House of Lords 
an amendment on the 1856 model. This 
second attempt proving unsuccessful, noth- 
ing now remains but, by a Private Member's 
Bill, to make a third attempt, which we 
sincercly hope will be attended by success. 


The words quoted above are those of Mr. 
Ross (Assistant Secretary, General Register 
Office) on behalf of the Registrar-General 
The Report with the Minutes of Evidence 
was published last Monday (H.L. 29-v, 168. 
Hc. 232). It ss a noteworthy, indeed, an 
illuminating document and for many reasons 
deserves to be pondered. Over the Commit- 
tee s deliberations the oF READING 
presided with admirable objectivity. The 
C ommuttee deculed that to extend to Secre- 
tanes of Liberal Jewish Sy nagogues the 
powers relating to the registration of mar- 
riages conferred by Statute upon the Secre- 
tarres of the West London Synagogue and 
ts affiliates would be “a change _ of sub- 
stantial importance such as ought. to be the 
subject of separate legislation and that they 
were consequently precluded from 
porating it in this Bill.”

Within the ambit of the last clause. Col 
I GLUCKSTEIN, K.C.. President of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, and with the 
authority of the Unton of Liberal and Pro- 
gressive Synagogues, sought to bring his 
amendment of Clause 66 of the Marriage 
Bill, so as to obtain for Liberal Jews the 
rights which, by sec, 22 of the Registration 
Act 1856. were granted to the West London 
Synagogue and its affiliates. His representa- 
tion was clear, dignified, and convincing. He 
erred. however, in declaring the differences 
between Orthodox and Liberals to be mere 
matters of form. They are fundamental and 
deep-rooted. And, of course, that 10 per cent 
of the Jews in England are Liberal is a gross 
overstatement which, we think, may perhaps 
have hampered rather than helped his very 
strong case. The Liberals, he urged, were in 
an anomalous position, nor was the amend- 
ment of such importance as to require 
separate legislation at all. The layman may 
well agree. Traditional Jews do not object to 
Liberals having the same privileges im rela- 
tion to the certification of marriages; they 
merely wish that these privileges should be 
explicitly granted by Parliament. The climate 
of this controversy has made this fact abund- 
antiy clear.

The Rev. Dr. A. COHEN, 
the new President of the Board, in THE

The Joint Select Committee decided that 
to follow this “ laudable precedent” would 
constitute a change of “ substantial import- 
ance™ and “should be the subject of 
separate legislation.” Sir GRANVILLE RaM, 
K.C.B. (Chairman of the Statute Law Com- 
mittee), took the view that once an amend- 
ment was “controversial in any substantial 
way.” the new procedure was inapplicable. 
The Committee had in mind the opposition 
of the to the granting of a 
certificate under the 1836 Act and the corre- 
spondence in the columns of THe JEwisH 
CHRONICLE. The question of marriage rights 
had aroused, we had said, “ bitter contro- 
versy.” One member of the Committee 
asked: “ Does the Orthodox body agree to 
it?

Some observations of Mr. Ross, which 
must carry great weight upon the introduc- 
tion of a Private Member's Bill, have occa- 
sioned us, we confess, both surprise and 
concern. Mr. Ross (speaking on behalf of 
the Registrar-General) thinks that to allow 
other bodies to certify “tends to drive a 
wedge between one type of Judaism and 


another.” The Chairman was swift to 
observe that in 1856 Parhament. “ had 
already recognised a_ division im_ that 


respect.” Registrar-General, apparently, 
does not like the 1856 precedent: “How 
do we know that in 10 years’ time, shall we 
say, some other body will not appear in 
Judaism which also cannot get the President 
of the Board of Deputies to certify that it 
is a synagogue of Jews?” Progressive 
Judaism is 150 years old, and (as the 
Chairman drily observed) “ You can only 
consolidate at the date of the Consolidation 
Bill, cannot you?”

These words may be left standing—with- 
out comment.

MIGRATING MINISTERS 


THE ministerial migration still continues. 
This week we announce the impending 
departure of Rabbi Harris Swirt, Minister 
of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. He has 
accepted a “call” to become Rabbi of the 
United Hebrew Congregations of Durban, 
South Africa. Rabbi Swirt is known as 
one of the most zealous and indefatigable 
of our ministers, whose pastoral and com- 
munal activities have made him an influen- 
tial figure in London Jewry. For 15 yeats 
he has occupied with distinction the pulpit 
of a leading constituent of the United 
Synagogue in London, where, among other 


eminent persons, the former and the present 


Chief Rabbis have regularly worshipped. 
The news of his intention to proceed over- 
seas must come, therefore, as something of 
a shock both to his own congregants and to 
Anglo-Jewry as a whole. 

At the same time, the fact that this 1s no 
merely personal or isolated case cannot but 
increase the feelings of concern which had 
already been aroused in the community. 
For it comes as the latest instance in a long 
and apparently unceasing succession of 
migrating ministers. Last week, we recorded 
the newest names in this catalogue of 
departures. By chance, also, we print else- 
where in this issue a report of the departure 
from London of Dayan Morris Swirt 
(brother of Rabbi Harris Swirt) to take up 
his Rabbinical appointment in Johannes-. 
burg. On_ several occasions before his 
departure, the Dayan hinted at the various 
led to his decision to 
leave this country. In that connection, also. 
we felt impelled to comment recently upon 
some of the implications of these emigra- 

This week's news makes it more necessary 
than ever that Anglo-Jewry should give the 
most serious thought to the 
causes of our ministers’ discontent. with the 
conditions attaching to their vocation in this 
country. There must be some deep-rooted 
dissatisfaction at the opportunities—or. 
rather, lack of them—afforded to our 
spiritual guides in this country that they 
should prefer to tend other flocks in pastures 
new. Some of them have been heard to 
complain that they are prevented from 
giving full. and effective spiritual guidance, 
such as would befit the rabbinical status. on 
account of-—so it is said—the cramping 
efiect of a mechanical and bureaucratic 
working of the administrative machinery in 
our religious institutions. If it is true that 
proper scope and initiative are denied our 
ministers, then, this might well be a main 
cause. of present discontents. 


AERIAL COMMUNICATION 


“ A BIRD of the air shall carry the voice. 


and that which hath wings shall tell the 
matter.” This shrewd observation § of 
Kohelet, the master of ancient wisdom who 
was king over Israel in Jerusalem. finds re- 
flection in the. homely English phrase; “A 
little bird told me.” Once upon a time. the 
mysterious spread of news might be figura- 
tively applied to the.agency of birds, which 
Shared with the angels the power of soaring 
beyond human ken. To-day, the miraculous 
discoveries of science have enabled man to 
use the air as a medium both of physical 
travel and of verbal communication to dis- 
tant places, If Jerusalem is not the geo- 
graphical centre of the earth as represented 
on medieval maps, yet the Holy City has 
now become more accessible to the whole 
world than at any previous time in its mil- 
lennial history. At the reopening of the 
Jerusalem-Tel Aviv railway line recently, 
reference was made by the Israel Minister 
of Communications to the new rail and road 
links connecting Jerusalem with Tel Aviv 
and Haifa, which have become havens for 
ships from every sea and ocean. Even more 
significant was the announcement that, in 
addition to the present airports at Lydda 
and Haifa, a new one was projected im the 
neighbourhood of Jerusalem. A deep sym- 
bolism underlies the fact that the transfer of 
HERZL’S mortal remains to Israel last week 
was effected by air. The 'srae! air-mail ser- 
vice has already taken its proper place in the 
international postal system. And there are en- 
couraging signs of development in the no less 
important held of radio communications. 
Some while ago, a short-wave programme of 
news in English and Hebrew was started 
from Tel Aviv. This is difficult to pick up in

STUDY OF STARVATION 


“THERE is some soul of goodness jp 
things evil, would men observingly distij 
out,” as Shakespeare observes in ~ Henry 
Yet it would have required superhumay 
foresight to guess that in the welter of horro, 
that was the Warsaw Ghetto under Germap 
domination there would bloom the flower of 
scientific research. A number of Jewish 
doctors, though themselves gradually stary. 
ing to death under the Nazi terror. carrieg 
out (as reported in THe Jewisu 
recently) a scientific study of the effects of 
starvation on the human body and mind. 
and an account of their researches has re. 
cently been. published in Paris. What js 
above all noteworthy—and deserving of ali 
praise—is the spirit of objectivity and of 
scientific detachment in which the work was 
conducted. . Not once in the entire book is 
the name of HITLER mentioned: there is no 
appeal’ for sympathy in their appalling 
tragedy, only a bare factual account of the 
way in which starvation takes its toll. How 
different is this attitude from that of those 
German scientists who, under the Nazi 
régime, allowed their work to be so coloured 
by their political affiliation as to lose all 
touch with reality—or humanity—and pro- 
duced contributions to “science ~ that were 
in many cases almost indistinguishable from 
the propaganda -outpourings of 
and SrreicHer! The last surviving member 
of this heroic group was Dr. Emit Apret- 
pauM, who died in January, 1946.. There 1s 
infinite pathos in. the deliberate understate- 
ment of one of the last sentences he wrote: 
“ The material that was at our disposal can- 
not be compared with any thus far known, 
because of its magnitude and the advanced 
degree of starvation.” It may well be that, 
should fresh catastrophes befall mankind, 
many lives may be saved as the result of 
these patient researches, carried out in con- 
ditions of overwhelming horror. The martyrs 
do not die in vain.

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GOETHE AND THE JEWS 


HE bicentenary on Sunday of 
the birth of Germany's greatest 


poet, Johann Wolfgang von 
Goethe, has caused this year to be 
known as “ Goethe-Year” in man, 
countries and in numerous fiterar, 
and intellectual circles. Only four 
short years after the civilised world 
laid down its arms with a prostrate 
Germany, a German has once again 
become the object of universal affec- 
hon. 

This, in itself, is a fact that cannot 
be passed by with indifference by the 
Jewish people, whose tribulations at 
the hand of the Germans are unparal- 
leled in history. That the individual 
on whom the celebration is centred 
is Goethe, a man. that is, whose atti- 
tude to the Jews has given rise to a 
great deal of comment throughout the 
centuries, 1s hable to arouse an even 
greater feeling of uncertainty. Should 
we Jews jor in the general acknow- 
ledgment of reverence to this great 
figure, or should we stand aside be- 
cause our dignity forbids us to admire 
a man who despised our forebears ” 


Did Not Like Jews 


Goethe, it 1s true, did not like the 
Jews. His. first impressions of the 
ghetto of his home town, Frankfort. 
of its misery and squalor, its unhappy 
inhabitants, their “unpleasant” lan- 
guage, together with horrifying pic 
turés and tales of alleged Jewish 
cruelties against Christian children 
seem to have left an indelible mark 
on his sensitive mind 

“ Although the people in modern 
times, he writes in his autobiography 
Dichtune und Wahrheit, enter 
tained a better opimion of the Jews 
vet the huge picture showing them as 
a butt, which could still be seen quite 
plainly on a wall of an arch under the 
bridge tower, bore striking witness to 
their dishonour,: for it had been made 
not privately, but at the public ex 
pense. 

Nevertheless, the ghetto made him 
profoundly curious about those odd 
remnants of ancient. times who were 
after all, still God's Chosen People 
but seemed to differ so strangely from 
their Biblical ancestors. Goethe fre- 
quently visited their synagogues.

ding, and was entertained in Jewish 
families.

During his long life he 
retained the habit of using the term 
“Jew” as an equivalent for money- 
lender, haggler, and wusurer, and he 
rarely mentioned # without his re- 
marks conveying ridicule or con- 
tempt. These generalisations, how- 
ever. did not apply to his personal 
relationships with individual Jews. 
among whom he counted a not incon- 
siderable number of his friends. 


Literary Salons 


The beginning of the 19th century 
was the ume of the literary salons in 
Berlin. where some brilliant Jewesses. 
such as Rahel von Varnhagen, née 
Levin, Dorothea Schlegel, the daugh- 
ter of Moses Mendelssohn, Henriette 
Herz, and others, gathered around 
them men and women of talent and 
promise. These salons became the 
centre of an enthusiastic Goethe cult, 
and Goethe's renown im the Prussian 
capital owed much to their propa- 
gandist fervour. He knew this, and 
reciprocated with genuine feelings of 
friendship for some of his Jewish 
admirers 

Two Jewish women who played an 
even more prominent part in Goethe's 
life were Marianne and Sara Meyer. 
the daughters of a’ Berlin banker 
Both were converted to Christianity 
and married aristocrats. Goethe met 
Marianne, who ts described as excep- 
nonally beautiful. im Cartsbad, and 
appears to have been in love with her 
for some time. With both sisters he 
kept up a lively correspondence 

Among the many Jewish men with 
whom Goethe maintamed 
friendly relations were the painter 
Mornz Oppenheim. whom. he helped 
to gain the title of Professor, the 
playwright Michael Beer. the mer- 
chant-scholar David Friedlaecnder, 
with whom he exchanged antiques 
and Henriette Herz’s husband, Dr 
Marcus Herz 

Perhaps the most impressive epr- 
sode in the history of Goethe's rela- 
tions with Jews is his friendship with 
the composer Felix Mendelssohn: 
Bartholdy. Moses Mendelssohn s 


grandson. Felix Mendelssohn was 
first introduced to Goethe when he 
was only 12 years old, m 1821. Goethe 
was at once alive to his outstanding 
musical gifts. made him repeat his 
visits at short intervals, and lmtened 
with great delight to his piano per- 
formances. He once wrote to him 
* You are my David: if I should grow 
ill and sad. banish my evil dreams 
with your playing. I shall never, ike 
Saul, throw my javelin at you.” 

In a contemporary letter the ques 
tion is raned whether Felix von 
Mendelssohn's Jewish descent-—he 
had been baptised by his parents as 
an wnfant--had m any way cast a 
shadow on his acceptance im the 
Weimar circle. The answer was em- 
phatically in the negative 
occurred to no-one to regard tim with 
distrust because of his origin. The 
very thought would have been impos 
sible in the Weimar of that period, 
and it will be so, as long as the great 
traditions have not. become a myth. 
(;oethe evaluated men according to 
thear worth: Karl August (the reign- 
ing duke) had always acted m this 
spirit and could never be moved from 
his conviction. once gained. by 
counter-evidence ‘So Rahel. so 
Mendelssohn. belonged to owr ack- 
nowledged arrmtocracy.” 


Pros and Cons 


Fvidence of this kind, which might 
be amplified by many similar state 
ments, scems to Croethe « 
anti-Jewish bias. Theos has. m- 
deed. been taken m a number of 


studies on the subject. m which 
Jewish authors have set forth in 
meticulous detail that the “~ Olvm- 


pans wnfavourable comments about 


‘the Jews were by far outweighed by 


his benevolent remarks about them 
and by the many caamples of his 
personal attitude towards them 
It is ported out. among other in 
stances, that m IB1!1 Croethe met a 
Jewish banker from Prague. Simon 
von Laemel, who tater recorded a 
long conversation about the Jewmh 
problem. In reply to a question by 
Laeme!, Goethe is reported to have 
reviewed at some length the evolution 
of his opimon of the Jews. . : 
Ihe impression | recerved in my 
native town in early vouth was a 


terrifying one. The people m_ the 


narrow, gloomy ghetio were to me 
very stra and imcomprchenwubtle 
figures, and | was unable to under- 
stand how this race had produced the 
most remarkable Book m the world. 
To be sure, what aroused in my carly 
youth my abhorrence of Jews was 
mainly awe of the mysterious and the 
ugly. The contempt I was accuse 
tomed to feel was more the reflex of 
the Christians around me. Only later. 
when | got to know many talented. 
cultured members of the race, was my 
admiration for the people who had 
produced the Bible, and for the poet 
of the Song of Songs, combined with 
respect.” 

If we could trust the accuracy of 
this account. we might regard the 
question as settled for good But 
experts agree that we have reason to 
attribute CGioethe’s utterance. in- 
deed it was made in this cxphen form 
at all, to ordinary politeness. . That « 
cannot be adduced as proof of a 
steady progress from horror to respect 
m shown by two telling examples, 
whieh occurred reapectively four 
vears before and twelvé years ‘after 
the recorded talk with Laeme! 


Displeased at Reforms 

Following the conquest of Frank- 
fort by Napoleon, the Jews there had 
obtained certain civil rights m 180° 
Goethe, kept informed by a corre 
spondence with Bettina Brentano. was 
far from pleased with these reforms 
Although Bettina was a friend of the 
jews. and Goethe. therefore. might 
have had reason to conceal his revsent- 
ment, he was very Outspoken about i 
He sided openly with the Prince 
Primate of Frankfort. Karl von Dal- 
berg. who wugnt to counteract lew- 
sh emancipation and with § the 
anonymous auther of a paernphiet 
Oppcsing i 

The other instance im, if possible 


even more damning. In 1823 a step . 


towards the emancipation of lews was 
taken im Wermar. where a law was 
enacted allowing imter-marriage be 
tween Christians and Jews. When 
Goethe learned about tt he was 
furious. His friend, the Chancellor 
Miller. records the followmg scene 
‘| had hardly entered Croethe + room 

when the old gentleman poured 
out his passionate wrath at our new 
law concerning the Jews, whieh per 
mits marriage between members of 
the two faiths. He forecast the most 
appalling consequences, asserting that 
if the superintendent-general of the

TOURIST who. on his. travels 
A in Galilee or mm the Negev, ma) 

not meet a single person for 
miles on end, will conclude that there 
is plenty of land in Israel. What ts 
lacking, he will say, is the people 
and the means to. cultivate u. 
Impressed as he might have been by 
the past achievements of the Jewish 
National Fund, he wall begin to 
wonder about the purposes for which 
this Fund is. still operating.

Every 
piece of soil that could be acquired 
meant another foothold for the 
anonymous Jewish masses outside 
Fretz Yisrael waiting to enter the 
Promised Land. 


land Not Jewish-Owned 


The romantic halo of _ those 
“stockade and tower™ days has dis- 
appeared. Yet, to-day's reality, though 
less glamorous, is even more exac- 
ting. For most of the land through 
which the tourist travels, though part 
of the State of Israel, is by no means 
Jewish-owned. The paradoxical truth 
has to be faced that, legally, most of 
the soil within Israel territory still 
belongs to Arabs. Out of an area of 
21.500,000 dunams, the J.N.F. owns 
7.000.000, and another million are 
private Jewish property. State domains 
that is. land which the Israel Gov- 
ernment has taken over from the 
Mandatory Government-—-amount ‘o 
no more than 400,000 dunams, apart 
from the Southern Negev, which ts 


still largety unfit for colonisation. 


The rest consists, almost entirely, of 
small and medium sized holdings 
owned by Arabs.

confuse military conquest with legal 
acquisition, sovereignty of a State 
with disregard for private property 
Israel respects the rights of personal 
ownership all the more as the Jews 
in Nazi Europe have been so often 
the victims of wholesale expropria- 
tion. The fact that many Arab owners 
have left Israel does not affect the 
title to thew holdings. though um has 
heen necessary On many occasions to 
occupy them.

Payments to Government 


However, jn the present Jewish year 
the J.N.F. has legally acquired out of 
these areas one million dunams, for 
which it has paid a fair price to the 
Israel Government, as the Custodian 
of Enemy Property: 400,000 dunams 
in the Negev, 200,000 in Galilee, 
120,000 im Emek Jezreel and the 
coastal plain, 100,000 in Southern 
jludea, and 180,000. in the Jerusalem 
“Corridor.” The Government has 
undertaken to compensate the former 


costs of agncultural settlement It 
not- only provides the land for new 
villages. but also contributes 474 per 
cemt towards the mitral costs of thew 
establishment, and m the Negev. two 
the extent even of SO per cent. In 
the past twelve months about one 
hundred new settlements have been 
founded, and through this imterven- 
tion, the pace of settlement could be 
greatly stepped up 

Yet another stumbling-block. which 
stands between the newcomer and 
his settlement on the land, accounts 
for the sharp contrast between the 
overcrowding im =the 
camps and the emptiness of . large 
areas of Israci: most of the land 
neglected for centuries, can be settled 
only after extensive reclamation 
Large areas must be cleared of rock 
swamps, such as the Hula must be 
drained: terraces must be built on the 
hills ; desert soi] must be made fit for 
cultivation normally uncultivable 
land must be planted with the trees. 


Securing Investments 


owners out of the funds received. Aj) these functions of the ].N_F. call 


from the Jewish National Fund. Mr 
Ben-Gurion, the Israel Prime Minister, 
has. in a recent, much-discussed 
address to the Knesset. stressed the 
need for a policy of rapprochement 
with Israel’s neighbours. Reasonable 
compensation for the abandoned Arab 
holdings is, no doubt, a maim prere- 
quisite of this policy. 

The J.N.F. has always maintained 
that the success of Jewish colonisation 
in Eretz Yisrael depended on a strong 
agricultural backbone. To-day, with 
hundreds of thousands of immigrants 
pouring imto the country, many of 
whom are unable or unwilling to go 
on the land, the precious balance 
between rural and urban economy is 
endangered. The has, there- 
fore. taken an increasing share jn the 


for ever-mounting investments. [hese 
investments can he secure only if the 
legal title to the land has been secured 
Even then, it will require time and 
effort before the neglected sol responds 
to treatment, and this will be deter- 
mined by the availability of water. 
Without irrigation works. a farming 
unit requires about 100 dunams of land. 
With ample water directed to nm, 20 
dunams may be enough.  Isracl’s 
absorptive capacity wll eventually 
depend on surfacing the subterranean 
water supplies, on canalising and ac- 
cumulating the torrents of ram, and 
on bringing to the south the abundance 
of water from the north. The water 
pipeline to the Negev is one of the 
striking developments jn thin sphere. 
which is considered as part of soil

Most spectacular was the acquisition 
last year by the J]. of the former 
QGserman village Sarona and its lands. 
which has now. under the name of 
Hakirva become the seat of the lsrucl 
Gsovernment. The Fund bought 7.700 
dunams there. which were imciuded 
within the town-planning areca of tel 
Aviv. Two hundred dunams were car- 
marked for industries. 100 dunanms tor 
public buildings, and the remainder for 
housing. 


Land for Housing 


The Keren Kayemet provutes the 
land for all national housing schemes 
apart from the cases where the land i« 
owned by a municipality and takes an 
active part im Amidar, the Nahona!l 
Housing Corporation, which at present 
has 11,000 permanent and 3,000 tem- 
porary housing units under construc 
tion. The J.N.F. has put at the disposal 
of the company an area of 6,000 
dunams, north of the Yarkon River. in 
the vicinity of Tel Aviv Another 
project, to house 30.000 persons on an 
area of 5.000 dunams, is being pre 
pared by the Fund in Haifa Ba 

A no less ambitious scheme is that 
of the development of small industries 
and handicrafts in Jerusalem. On the 
initiative of the J.N.F.. a company has 
been formed to strengthen = the 
economic position of the city, and the 
is roviding the estes for the 
building of commercial centres, exhit- 
tions, and Congress Halis 

Meanwhile, through these and other 
activities. 11 would seem that the Keren 
Kayemet, together with the Zionist 
Movement, has passed from the period 
of preparation into that of fulfilment 
Although the glamour which went with 
it mm the pioncering days has now 
descended on the Government and the 
Armed Forces. its importance for 
Israel's economy has grown, and it will

A RESEARCH UNII’S FINDINGS 


By ROSE L. HENRIQUES 


of answers to the question- 

naire sent out in 1947 to a 
cross-section of the Jewish Community 
in Great Britain are about to be 
issued in pamphlet form. It may, 
therefore. be of interest to readers of 
Tae JewrsH CHRONICLE to have some 
preliminary information — respecting 
the work. 

In order to implement one of. its 
aims. that of encouraging religious 
revival, the Jewish Fellowship felt 
that the first step im the right direction 
would be to gain some insight into 
the religious outlook and practice at 
present prevalent m the Anglo- 
Jewish Community. 
essential to obtam the information 
required from a real cross-section of 
the community. Strict anonymity was 
needed. so that all sections should be 
brought into the inquiry. 

The Jewish Research Unit was 
therefore set up, with myself. as its 
Director, although to preserve anony- 
mity. nO Mames were mentioned in 
its Interature. 

A comprehensive questionnaire was 
drawn up and sent out to 40,000 
people all over the British Isles. — It 
was hoped to circulate another 10,000. 
but funds for the purpose were not 
available 

The rephes received numbered 
3.400, which, I gather, is looked upon 
as satisfactory for this type of lengthy 
mnquit It is patent that the vast 
majority who returned their papers 
were at pains to be as helpful as pos- 
sible. and to them, therefore. sincere 
thanks are due. In some cases there 
were omissions which |} was able to 
rectil\ trom data given. 


1s results of the first scrutiny 


Indicating Trends 


In presenting the result of the first 
scrutiny, | must call attention to the 
fact that mahy of the totals do not 
agree with the sum of their sub- 
divisions, because some people only 
partiy filled in answers. Where there 
was doubt, | have preferred to mini- 
mise rather than exaggerate. 

Not intended as a piece of scienti- 
heally accurate statistical work, the 
survey Was meant to mdicate trends 
m our religious activity and to show 
wrong emphasis or important deter- 


Orations of spiritual activity in our 
communal life. It was. above all. to 
Show where religious revival was 


needed and what needed reviving or 
enlarging in scope 

Ihe religious heads of the com- 
munity, the teachers and leaders 
should welcome these findings. Those 
responsible for framing the policy of 
the religion schools, the Historical 
Society, and every. thoughtful Jew 
should find much to mark and heed, 
and, in many cases, to do: so that the 
Jewry of to-morrow should stand 
firmly by a living Faith, the beauties 
of whose ceremonial and history lead 
them to live as worthy exponents, to 
our Gentile fellow-citizens, of the 
glory of that Faith. | 


It was deemed : 


_ The number of persons involved 
in this Survey is a small one compared 
to the total Angio-Jewish Community 
if there are, say, 350,000 Jews in the 
United Kingdom, the replies to the 
questionnaire come from about one 
per cent of the community. When 
thinking of the gravity of this or that 
finding, the reader must be prepared 
fo envisage multiplying the figure by 
one hundred, so as to get the impact 
of what the answer, in jts - smaller 
form, shows us. 

The questionnaires received back 
deal with some 3,346 adults and at 
least 2,523 children

An experiment in social research in 
relation to Jews and Judaism in this 
country was begun in 1947. when @

did not fill in the number and age of

Some societies and periodicals 
mentioned were in their infancy when 


the questionnaires went out. and- 


would doubtless show larger figures if 
they are still in existence to-day. But 
the lapse of two years would. not 
probably, make an appreciabie differ 
ence to the basic religious life of the 
Jewrsh public 

Ihe second scrutiny will give valu 
able information as to the ize of 
those doing the various traditional 
practices, and will enable us to see 
whether the younger generation is 
carrymg any appreciable part of the 
communal and spiritual burden. and 
whether those adhering to tradition 
are of British or alien birth. It will 
point with an insistent finger to. the 
problems of our communal life and 
spiritual existence, and we dare not 
nore the challenge

Method of Classification 


The information has been sought 
under eight main headings. Seven of 
these deal each with one aspect of 
the life of the individual answering 
the questions, while the eighth con- 
fains data about his children. 

Unless specifically mentioned as a 
subsection only, the main divisions 
of the community are mentioned as 
Orthodox (which includes strictly 
Orthodox and Sefardi communities)

and Progressive (which includes 
Reform and Liberal Congregations). 

The data given in this first scrutiny 
consists of the total numbers for each 
of the questions, together with the 
headings for mformation, not speci- 
hieally asked for, but volunteered 
by the writers, making about two 
hundred and thirty different headjngs. 
In addition, | have been able to draw 
certam comparisons between some 
sections of the answers or by oppos- 
ing one fact to the other. These often 
reveal a state of affairs little expected, 
both pleasant and the contrary. Until 
the second scrutiny has been made, 
there will remam a number of very 
important conclusions still unformed. 

The groups of persons belonging 
to the independent synagogues and the 
provincial synagogues not attached 
to the United, Federation, or Pro- 
gressive Congregations are an ¢xXam- 
ple of this. We already know how 
many there are in each of these 
groups, but we have not yet discovered 
whether they are Orthodox or Pro- 
gressive. so that the final figures for 
these and other questions cannot yet 
be arrived at 

Facts So Far Ascertained 

Ihe first section m the questionnaire 
deals with the general background of 
the individual, age, sex, and so forth 
This ss of value as it helps us to 
place the pewson m his or her right 
Category Most interest im the gucs- 
tionnaire ss shown by the people im 
the age-group 41 to SO, but an 
appreciable number of young persons 
under the age of 20 troubled to fill 
in the long question paper I his 
augurs well tor them further participa 
tien communal affairs Nearly 
five times as many people are married 
aS single. about one-tenth of these 
heing married by Registrar. It must, 
however, be remembered that some of 
these people may have been married 
in CGsermany, where both ceremonies 
are obligator¢ if a synagogue wedding 
is desired, so that the number married 
by Registrar can probably he 
diminished later on. Only one person 
mentioned being divorced, but thr 
cannot be taken as a true figure, as 
no’ guestion on the matter was 
mciuded im ‘the questionnaire 

British-born outnumber alien-born 
by three to one. but the number of 
unnaturahsed alhens, when multiphed 
hy one hundred, would show a ver 
larg¢é number of those who are living 
here but who are not taking their full 
share of cutizenship. Of course, there 
may be a certain number of naturalss- 
ations pending. which will reduce the 
total of unnaturalised residents (peo- 
ple who have lived here long enough 
for their names to be on the various 
lists used when sending out the ques- 
tionnaire) 

The majority of persons dealt with 
have foreign-born parents, only 890 
have both parents British-born, and 
about one-tenth of that number one 
parent British-born. 


Religious Outlook 


In the section dealing with =§ the 
religious outlook of those under 
review, we find that 2.220 people con- 
sider that their rehgious education 
was adequate, but 1,029 think that 
they have not been. given sufficient 
religious foundation. It will be of 
great importance to find out whether 
the dissatisfied people are the 
younger age group. 

if there are no girls among those 
who have been Confirmed, we see 
that nearly every male has been either 
Barmitzvah or Confirmed, but as 
Confirmation of girls takes place in 
the Progressive Synagogues no definite 
allocation of numbers can yet be 
made. 

The Orthodox groups together num- 
ber 7.014 and the Progressives 1,068, 
the allocation of members of the Pro- 
vincial and unattached synagogues not 
yet having been added. There are a few 
people who belong to smaller groups, 
among whom are 5S Agnostics, 4 
atheistically-inclined.” and 2 non- 
sectarian. It is most interesting to note 
that both in the Orthodox and the 
Progressive groups the less traditional 
subdivisions have the larger number 
of adherents. Synagogue membership 
numbers do not tally with the number 
of person who profess allegiance to 
the two main groups of Jews. The 
combined Orthodox membership is 
2512 and the two Progressive Syna- 
gogues have 367 members. There are 
255 people who do not belong to any 
synagogue.

“SPIRITUAL WELFARE OF STUDENTS” 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn 


Sin.—This office has read with interest 
Rabb: Carlebach’s letter concerning the 
religous life of the Jewish undergraduates 
at Oxford and Cambridge Universities 
and his appeal to the Jewish Memorial 
Council to appoint suitable chaplains. It 
seems very doubtful whether such 
ap tments would be at all effective. 

students at both universities have 
always taken great pride in the fact that 
they themselves conduct the whole of the 
services in the Synagogue. and 1 recall a 
recent visit to the Synagogue at Cam- 
bridge when there was keen competition 
among the undergraduates for the honour 
of participating mm the conduct of these 
services. Town Congregation in 
Oxford with its minister ts only a product 
of the recent war, and its continued 
existence ts a matter of opimon 

Moreover, it must be remembered that 
at both universities there are resident 
lecturers who are not only concerned 
with the teaching of Jewish subjects, Dut 
also continue to maintain that tradition 
of Jewish hospitality that has been a 
feature of Jewish religious life in these 
university cities for so many years 

Linfortunately. may be quite true 
that there are recalcitrant Jewish under- 
graduates, just as there are recaiciirant 
Jews in other walks of life. but Raby 
Carlebach should know that the modern 
undergraduate is quite an adult and there 
is no reason to suppose that a chaplain 
could atta any greater measure of suc- 
cess in bis efforts with refractory Jewish 
undergraduates. I stress the point that 
ample facilities do exist both univer- 
sities for Jewish sadarerebuntes to asso- 
clate themselves with Jewish activities 
should only thev desire to do so 

The Jewish Memorial Counc! ts 
anxious to render ali possible assistance 
to small communities strugghng to main- 
tain their relhmous services, but no 
parallel] can be drawn between these 
unfortunate communities and the facilites 
that obtain at the universities, where, I 
veniure to say. condsions are quite 
favourable for the Jewish student who has

Quite apart from the local University 
activities. there are the wider and genera! 
courses and schools run by the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation, of which 
you. Sir, and others interested have 
spoken so highly in the past. These 
continue regularly and successfully. At 
our Summer School. which begins in a 
few days time, Rabbi Cariebach will find 
not merely as good a group of students 
gathered together as ever there was, but 
there will be also a programme of activ- 
ities centred round a very full course of 
lectures by some of the most learned 
members of the community. Of the 
foreign students who will be present, 
some will know directly of our participa- 
tion in rehel w 
For all that, Rabbi Carlebach is right 
when he speaks of “neglect ™ of the 
student community. But it is not “ rehg- 
neglect,” nor are the hazard: 
especially “* spiritual.” Students to-day 
are very much alive to Jewish problems 
and aftairs. How otherwise can one 
account for the three dozen who have 
gone to Israel under the auspices of 
the 1.U J.P. (apart from others who have 
made their own way across) at their own 
expense to do voluntary work there this 
summer, or for the expenditure of the 
whole of wit would have been the profits 
of the Summer School on the hire of 
crockery and the engagement of a 
Shomer in order to ensure the highest 
standards of kashrut ? 
The neglect’ of which 
cause to complain is’ financial neglect. 
Apart from a4 generous grant from the 
Linited Synagogue and a grant from the 
Roard of Deputies (reduced this year 
from £60 to £25) we have no sources of 
income. We are engaged this year in 
comping a screntific Statistical survey 
of Jewish students in this country, which 
will cost some £75, a very small figure 
in the communal account. Our next 
five-day school might well cost us £50 
a weekend school proportionately less 
Where 1s the money to come irom? It 
is this problem which is discouraging to 
the student movement This year we are 
very heavily dependent on a Ball which 
our London Society ts holding on the 
Federation's behalf. on September 21 
Far hetter for the community to provide 
its students with adequate financial back- 
ine (chich a small sum relatively is needed) 
than to unnecessary “* spiritual 
chaplains.” the cost of one of whom 
would be almost sufficient for the whole 
of the Federation's annuat budget. Pro-

Sir. can 
eloquentiy put Dy 
your August 19 What'a unique 
heriiage our liturgy. handed 
down .to. us by countless generations! 
What endless pity that in some ol ou: 
present-day synagogues the sublimity. of 
our Praver Book has been dimmed by 
ihe publicity given to monetary offerings 
during the service: and furthermore, by 
the undue lengthening of the = services 
themselves. with the attendant decline in 
the congregation's wholehearted devotion. 

These very problems have occupied the 
minds both of our Rabbis and lay leaders 
for the last 180 veats. Based on Leopold 
7Zunz's historical investigation imo. the 
whole of our liturgy, many Continental 
congregations established forms of ser- 
vices on the lines suggested by your cor- 
respondent. While retaining the e¢ssen- 
tial Jewishness of our cherished prayers. 
some of the less intelligible Piyutim. 
which form quite a considerable part of 
our. Machzor. were omitted. The sale 
of Mitzvot and the synagoga!l announce- 
ments of money offerings were also 
abolished. 

There is to-day only one congregation 
—mainly consisting of refugees from 
Central Europe—in this country which 
still adheres to these principles. It is a 
matter of regret that this particular con- 
gregation——partly by sull retaining Ger- 
man as the language of the sermon—has 
so far limited us appeal to the German 
element in this country, and has so far 
played only an insignificant rdle in 
Anglo-Jewry. 

I cannot help feeling. and | am encour- 
aged in my belief by the frequent letters 
on this subject in your journal, 
there is a great need in Anglo-Jewry for 
such modifications in our services.

Cakes and Biscuits for the Children 

The following economical recipes for 
cakes and biscuits will be welcomed dur- 
ing the school holidays, exther for picnics 
or to be caten at home 


Jam Sandwich 

Flour. 6 oz.: baking powder, 2 
rounded teaspoonfuls; margarine, 2 oz. ; 
sugar, 3 o7z.; milk, small teacupful; 

vanilla essence 

‘weim the margarine and sugar, add 
the lightly-beaten .cgg. Sieve flour and 
baking powder with a pinch of salt, and 
add to the creamed mixture: alternately 
with a teacup of milk. Flavour with 
vanilla and mix hghtly. Grease and 
flour two (6 inch) sandwich tins; torn in 
the mixture. and bake im a hot oven 
(425°—Regulo No. 6) about 25 minutes. 
When cold. sandwich together with jam. 
or any filling preferred. 


Rock Bans 

Plain flour, 8 oz.: baking powder, 2 
level teasponfuls: margarine or cooking 
fat. 3 oz.: sugar, 3 oz.; dried fruit, 2 or 
- chopped peel, | oz.; | egg; muik 
or mik and water to mix. 

Sieve flour and baking powder, rub in 
the fat. add the sugar, dried fruit, and 
peel: add the beaten egg and sufficient 
milk (or milk and water) to foum a dry 
suff mixturc. Put in rough heaps on a 
greased baking tin and bake im a hot 
oven (425°—-Regulo 6) about 20 minutes. 

This quantity makes about 12 cakes. 

For Jam Buns omit the fruit and peel. 
Put the mixture in spoonfuls on to a 
greased tin. make a small hole in the 
centre of each bun and put in a little 
red jam 


Chocolate Wheels 

Fiour, 8 oz.: baking powder. | level 
teaspoontul: pinch of sah; - margarine 
and cooking fat mixed, 3-4 oz.: castor 
sugar, 3 oz.; cocoa, a _ teaspoonful ; 
vanilla essence, | egg. 

Sieve flour, baking powder, and salt. 
(ream margarine and sugar, add the 
beaten egg. flour, and vanilla, mix to- 
ecther and knead io a pliable dough 
Divide the mixture in half and blend the 
cocoa thoroughly one half: then 
roll out both halves thinly into equal- 
sized pieces and place the chocolate piece 
on top of the white one.

Self-raising flour, 6 oz.; custard pow- 
der, 2 o7 margarine, 4 o7z.: castor 
sugar, 3 oz.; vanilla essence.

Uneasy Compromise

A crisis in the Mizrachi and Hapoel

THE EXECUTION OF 
TOBIANSKY 


Intelligence Chief 


for Trial 
From our Own Correspondent—Tet Aviv 


Lieutenant-Colonel Isser Beray, former 
chief of the Israci Army mys agg was 
on Tuesday committed by r. Elezer 
Mathi. Chief Magistrate of Tel Aviv, 
for trial by District Court Martial on a 
charge of the manslaughter of Meyer 
Totiansky, who was executed for treason 
during the Isracl-Arab war. 

From the preliminary bearing in the 
magistrates’ court, it transpired that Col. 
Beray ordered the arrest of Tobiansky, 
who was a senior Hagana officer in 
Jerusalem, while the latter was on a 
short leave in Tel Aviv during the first 
truce 

Tobiansky was taken to Beit Jiz, a v'!- 
lage to the west of Jerusalem, where a 
Field Court Martial, consisting of three 
Army officers who had never Delore sat 
as a court, tried him. 


List Used by Arabs 


The members of this court stated that 
they were ordered by Beray to proceed 
immediately to Bei Jiz and that there 
while they stood outside a building, 
charges were made against Tobiansky, 
who was brought before them. He was 
accused of giving to officials of the 
British Eleciric Company a list of vital 
military buildings: It was alleged that 
this. list was transmitted by the officials 
to the Arab Legion, and was made usc 
of by the Arab artillery to pinpoint mil- 
tary targets 

The actual trial, it was said, took the 
form of an interview between the three 
judges and Beray. and Tobiansky. while 
standing outside the building. Tobiansk»y 
admitted having prepared and submiticd 
the list, but insisted that this was done 
in good faith and to enable the company 
to supply electricity to buildings which 
vitally needed current during the sicee 

Tobiansky was then taken jnto the 
building while the three officers decided 
that be was guilty of treason 

Beray then told the officers that they 
must consider themselves a Field Court 
Martial and pass sentence on Tobiansky 

The latter pleaded for mercy on the 
ground of his long Hagana service. but 
was then sentenced to death and shot out- 
side the same building shortly afterwards 

A short report of this unusual trial 
was prepared soon afterwards by Beray 

Beray. in his defence, argued that a: 
the time, chaotic conditions prevailed in 
the Israel Army, especially in the Jeru- 
salem area No Army Legal Depar'- 
ment existed. He stated that he acted 
in good faith and still believed that 
Tobtansky helped the enemy by handing 
over the hist 


JERUSALEM MINE 
EXPLODED

No damage was caused when the much- 
discussed explosives dump. deposited by 


the Israc! Army opposite the Damascus 
Gate near the wall of the Old City of 
Jerusalem. was blown up on.

Lax October, when the Jerusalem 
situation was very tense and the Arab 
Legion was making preparations § to 
atiack,.three tons of explosives were 


packed, so as to form a huge mince. in 
a sewer and an underground cave nea!

approach to the heart of Jerusalem 


The explosives were actually placed 
near that section of the Jerusalem wa!! 
where. according to tradition, the Roman 


Emperor Titus penetrated into Jerusalem 
a few days before the destruction of the 
Second Temple. The underground cave 
through which the explosives were car- 
reed into the sewer ss believed to be the 
same cave through which King Zedekiah 
escaped from besieged Jerusalem 


L.N. and Arabs Informed 


Shortly after the signin 
Transjordan armistice, ¢ Israelis in- 
formed the United Nations observers 
and the Arabs of the presence of these 
explosives, and suggesied that they be 
blown up since the damp might lead to 
seif-detonation At the request of the 
Arabs, American, French, and Belgian 
experts examined the explosives and 
reported that they could not be removed. 
but must be exploded. An Arab request 
to send an Arab Legion expert was 
rejected by Israel. 

Following extensive preparations, the 
explomves were blown up. the blasi and 
shock being much smaller than expected. 
On Monday, at considerable risk to their 
lives, Israel sappers removed two tons of 
explosives. n uence, the only 
result of the explosion was a crater five 
vards in diameier.
